Wilson today sent a letter to Chair- 
man Kitchin, of the house ways and 
means committee, explaining why he 
had ‘withdrawn his opposition to a 
tariff commission and now was urg- 
ing the creation of such a body by 
congress. He wrote frankly that he 
had changed his mind because all the 
of the world had 
changed.“ 

Declaring that he had “no thought 
whatever of a change in attitude to- 
ward the so-called protection ques- 
tion,” the president said the proposed 
commission would have nothing to do 
with theories of policy, but would be 
charged only with the duty of seek - 
ing facts-to guide congress in legisla- 
tion. In another lettertoMr. Kitchin 
‘| Monday he had set forth fully his ideas 
of what a tariff commission should be 
and urged that the ways and means 
committee consider the matter im- 
mediately. He favored a Wholly non- 
partigan, expert organization. 

Why He Changed Mind. 

1 have changed my mind,” gaid to- 
day’s letter, “because all the circum- 
stances of the world have changed 
and it seems to me that in view of t 
extraordinary and far-reachin 
changes which ¢he European war has 
brought about it is absolutely neces- 
sary that we should have a competent 
instrument of inquiry along the whole 
line of the many questions which af- 
fect our foreign commerce. 

“I have had in this change of mind 
no thought whatever of a change of 
attitude towards the so-called protec- 
tion question. That is neither here 
nor there. A commission such as I 
have suggested would have nothing to 
do with theories of policy. They 
would deal only with facts and the 
facts which they would seek ought to 
be the actual facts of industry and of 
the conditions of economic exchange 
prevailing in the world, so that legisla- 
tion of every kind that touches these 
matters might be guided by the cir- 
cumstances disclosed in its inquiries. 

“I dare say you feel as I do, that it 
would be folly at this time, or until 
all the altered conditions are clearly 
understood, to attempt to deal with 
questions of foreign commerce by 
legislation, and yet having dealt di- 
rectly and clearly with the whole 
question of unfair competition with- 
in our own borders, it is clear that as 
soon as we know the facts we ought 
to eal with unfair methods of eompe- 
tition as between our nation and oth- 
ers and this is only one of the many 
things that we would probably wish 
todeal with unfair methods of compe- 
have attempted to indicate in my 
previous letter to you. I am glad to 
supplement that letter by this explicit 
statement of the considerations which 
have been most influential with me.

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GEORGIA MUST PAY! 

From two sources come subtle sugges- 
tion of federal “ihtervention in Georgia” for 
the purpose of eliminating lynch law and 
mob rule. 

he New York World, whose editorial 
is published elsewhere, throws out the hint 
by negation, commenting that the recent 
lynching of five ‘negroes in Lee county, “all 
Americans,” brought forth no resolution in 
congress calling for intervention by the 
United States. 

The New York Globe, discussing the 
Lee county lynchings, says: | 

The spread of mob law in the south 
is of deep concern to every American 
citizen. ynching does not alone rob 
its victims of their constitutional rights 
and their lives. As infamous a wrong 
as is this, it is little compared to the 
injury it does to the community and to 
society at large. Is there no remedy 
for this contagious social disease? Yes, 
8 are sy ff er e — 
t to ce, * 
pine Fy n not heed the former, the time 


has come to apply the latter with in- 
exorable resolve. 


Does Georgia propose, can she afford, to 
let it come to this? For it will come to just 
this pass unless the state grasps the prob- 
lem with a vigorous hand and puts an end 
to lynch law. 

We may decry. and denounce the idea 
of federal intervention in what we have 
been pleased to regard as purely state af- 
fairs. ‘But where the rights guaranteed to 
American citizens under the constitution of 
the United States.are wantonly violated, 
‘and, with the seeming acquiescence of the 
‘state, there will be no difficulty in finding 
ground for intervention when an outraged 
public sentiment shall make emphatic de- 
mand for it, 

With the exception of 1914, when there 
were only two lynchings in the state, Geor- 
gia has held the record for mob executions 
the last five years. She has begun 1916 in 
a fair way to surpass her own foremost 
previous record. 

For this record, a smirch upon her name, 
Georgia must pay! She has paid; she is 
still paying, and she will continue to pay at 
double compound interest until her people, 
realizing that lynching is not a local matter, 
and awakened to their own danger, call an 
effective halt! 3 

Georgia has paid in national disapproval. 
She is paying now in national condemna- 
tion. The next account presented for set- 
tlement might easily be federal interven- 
tion! 

Twenty years ago lynchings were few 
and far between in Georgia and other south- 
ern states. There was but one crime, a 
brutal one, upon which mobs sought to jus- 
tify 3 their action. But lawlessness in one 
instance breeds it in another. We have 
gone from bad to worse. Lynchings have 
increased in number, and it is scarcely any 
longer a question of the crime, byt of mob 
resentment and mob opportunity. 
Current news reports carry the account 
of the lynching of an 18-year-old negro in 
Alabama for robbing a store! Shall we 
have mobs next hunting down and hanging 
to trees violators of the laws against petty 
larceny? | 

What is the matter with the public con- 
science? Has it become atrophied? 

Here is another question we propound 
to the candidates for governor, entered and 
yet to enter in the race: 

What will you do to put an end to lynch-
